Of the prospec ts 
of Russia, Germany, France and Great 
l.rltaln, h“ discourses with an inti¬ 
mate knowledge, the substance of 
which he gave in an interview with 
the Times. 

In his opinion Germany will emerge 
from the. pi*vent struggle as the dicta* 
tor of the world, or else will suffer 
i metical extinction, while as clterna- j 
five to the former the strength and 
power of Great Britain muet be tre¬ 
mendously aggrandized. In the latter 
event the reward or outcome of the war 
must, to Britain, be early and not lata, 
end continue for many centuries Jo 
come. The mental processes by which 
Prof. Mavor travels to his conclusions 
make the story. Beginning with 
Russia the authority says: 

“The world as a whole Is not nearly 
aworo of the enormous military 
strength that hot been developed by 
Russia since her defeat by Japan. 
When I was there four years ago I 
was marvellously Impressed with the 
extension and development of her ar¬ 
tillery forces. Should her armies be 
thrown Into PoJ.>nd so as to attack 
Gernyuiy on the one hand and Austria 
< n the other, she would form a wedge 
that It would be Impossible to resist. 
And it l* worth while to review the 
military history of Russta because his¬ 
tory dues sometimes repeal itself. 

“In the beginning of the 18th cen¬ 
tury Pcthr the Great was defeated by 
diaries XII. of Sweden. Scarcely 
twelvo yours had elapsed when he had 
completely reorganized his army and 
comph'frily smashed Charles XJT. at 
Poltava, in 1812 Russia was defeated 
. I.y Napoleon; yet three years after¬ 
wards t! e had so completely recovered 
from thk’- blow that #he contributed 
mightily to the ultimate defeat of Na- 
poleim. Slip was defeated by Flange 
in the Crimean war, yet twenty years 
after she fought .and extinguished Tur- 
kcy. Recently Russia was defeated by 
Japan and. in tho light of her past his-; 
tory. It would seem that the moment 
has cofcxo when she must again defeat 
somebody. That Is tho easo for Russia 
In view of her recent military recovery 
and development. 

"Germany has this time attacked 
France through Icxemburg and Bel¬ 
gium. Why has sh? done this? Form¬ 
erly she attacked Franco on the 
franco-German frontier. The mean¬ 
ing would Pf'em to bo that France Is, 
now. Impregnable on her own frontier. 
Otherwise, why should Germany em¬ 
broil herself with Belgium and with 
Great. Britain? Unless because of the 
impregnability of France on hor own 
frontier there scorns no other plausible 
explanation. 

“The battlefield of this new war will, 
therefore, probably be the old battle¬ 
field of 1814-16 and we may see an- 
othor Waterloo on that same field. This 
is entirely conceivable. The forest of 
tho Ardennes 1* a difficult country to 
traverse, therefore Germany ha* gone 
through the flat lands of Belgium to 
S get to France. 

“Germany has not to-day enough 
men to hold France on her own fron¬ 
tier. to throw a second army Into Bel* 


Portland, Maine, Aug. 6.—The firing 
Of heavy guns off the Maine coast 
were heard early to-day. Eight o<* ten 
•hots within two minutes, were heard 
shortly before 7 o'clock by the keeper 
of the Portland observatory. Thv sound 
teemed to come from a point twenty- 
five or thirty miles south-southeast of 
Portland and probably in the vicinity 
of Seguin Island. 

The 6hots also were heard at tho 
harbor fort* and at points between here 
and Bath. Seguin is a small island off 
the mouth of tho Kennebec river, a 
few miles below Bath. 


New York. Aug. S.-EIght cruisers, 
three British, two French and three 
German are hovering somewhere off 
this coast.

BRITAIN'S OFFICIAL DECLARATION 

London, Aug. 5.—Britain declared war against Germany early this morning. This announcement was made at the Foreign 
Office after midnight. England is ready. Orders have already been sent to the commander-in-chief of the British naval forces 
to wipe out the German fleet. It is believed that if the fleet has not already struck it will do so in the next few hours. 

The British Foreign Office has issued the following statement: 

"Owing to the summary rejection by Germany of the request made by His Britannic Majesty’s government, that the neutral* 
Ity of Belgium should be respected, His Majesty’s Ambassador at Berlin ha3 received his passports, and His Majesty’s government 
has declared to the German government that a state of war exists between Great Britain and Germany from 11 o’clock p.m., Au¬ 
gust 4.’’ * 

Britain’s wireless broke loose last night. Immediately after midnight King George sent a special message to the British fleet 
sailing against the German armada, cleared for action. 

"I have confidence that the British fleet will revive the old glories of the navy. I am sure that the navy will again shield 
Britain in this hour of trial. It will prove the bulwark of the Empire.’’ ~ j 

This was the first message sent to the fleet since it cleared from Plymouth harbor and sailed to the secret rendezvous in the 
North Sea. Ever since then the wireless had been silent. No word was permitted to go forth, until to-night the signal for the 
most tremendous naval battle ever fought flashed out through the darkness from the great naval wireless station.

his own ruin. 

“Yot do not be too optimistic. Be¬ 
cause Germany is a very strong coun¬ 
try; strong in armaments, and strong 
In men and money. There will be un 
exceedingly long struggle. I do not 
think Sir Edward Grey Is far out in 
his estimate of twenty years as the 
time it will last It took a generation 
to get thlngu so*tied In Europo as a 
result of the last historic upheaval, 
and this may and probably will do the 
same. 

'There is another view of the pros¬ 
pect thaA must not be lost sight of. It 
•-hould be remembered that Britain 
built horn'll up upon tho storms and 
desolations of those othor European 
countries. By them she emerged from

“France i# better prepared for war 
than ever In her history. So is Russia 
and Great Eritaln has been preparing 
for war for years.

Franco-German Frontier In 
cidents Are Told by 
Paris Newspaper 


Says It is Confined to Serbs 
and Croats in Austria Who 
Want Equal Rights 


Paris, Aug. 5.—The governor of Al¬ 
geria in a telegram received by the 
French government says that the Ger- 
i n.an cruiser Breslau fired eight broad¬ 
sides—some sixty shells—into the 
French fortified town of Bona yester¬ 
day morning. One man was killed and 
some buildings were damaged. 

The Temps published a resume of 
incidents on the Franco-German fron¬ 
tier. It says a number of German re- 
connolterlng parties crossed the fron¬ 
tier with the object of ascertaining 
the strength of the French troops. It 
is assumed by the French military 
authorities that the Germans would 
have made a sudden attack In great 
force on Nancy If the French troops 
in the vicinity had been found In 
minor strength. 

While these reconnoiters were In pro¬ 
gress the French troops kept within 
the six-mile zone from the frontier., 
Several parties of Germans entered the 
zone to round up cattle. These parties 
were not Interfered with, but when an 
entire German squadron of cavalry 
crossed the line near Belfort a squad¬ 
ron of French cavalry was sent out 
and the German troops retired. 


Professor M. I. Pupln, of Columbia 
university, and representative of the 
Servian government in the United 
States, lias issued a statement In which 
he takes issue with Dr. Dumba, the 
Austro-Hungarian ambassador to the 
United States, and declures that the 
statement that the Servian government 
was responsible for the Pan-Serb pro¬ 
paganda which led to the tragedy of 
Sarajevo was untrue. 

"There is. In a recent issue of a New 
York paper, an Interview with Dr. 
Dumba," said Mr. Pupln. “In which he 
defends the proposition that the Ser¬ 
vian kingdom is responsible for the 
Pan-Serb propaganda which led to the 
tragedy of Sarajevo and that the real 
issue of the attack of Austria on Ser- 
v »a is nothing more or less than at¬ 
tempt on the part of Austria to main¬ 
tain her rule in Bosnia and to repel 
perpetual Servian agitation in the 
border provinces of Austria. 

"I admitted some time ago that there 
is a Pan-Serb propaganda In Austria, 
but this propaganda is among the 
Serbs and Croats in Austria and not

(Jne of the terribly harsh and severe 
conditions Imposed upon her by the 


brutal Austrian bully and meekly sug¬ 
gests that this single Impossible con¬ 
dition be submitted to The Hague tri¬ 
bunal, Austria kicks Servla In the face 
and declares war. 

"Austrian and German newspapers 
published in this country wonder why 
American sympathy is with poor and 
humble Servla, and they suggest that 
some clever manipulation of the Am* 
ertcan press is going on, working upon 
American sympathies In favor of the 
Serbs and Servla. Yes. this manipula¬ 
tion is going on, but the manipulator 
is not Russia nor any other friend 
of Servla; it is Austria, who la suc¬ 
ceeding admirably in painting hcrpelf 
blacker than anybody could have 
painted her. I admit that with all my 
inherited contempt for Austria, which 
I brought with me from my native vil¬ 
lage In Austria, and which has In¬ 
creased enormously owing to ray Am¬ 
erican training, I never suspected that 
eihe would stoop as low as she has done 
during the last six days.

While, strictly speaking, 
the terms of the alliance require that 
one of its parties must be the object of 
an unprovoked attack or aggressive ac¬ 
tion on the part of a third power before 
the other intervenes, there is little 
doubt that Japan will interpret the 
treaty in its broad sense. 

If Japan becomes at war with Ger¬ 
many in the Far East she is not likely 
to confine her operations to that par¬ 
ticular theatre. Her splendid fleet and 
superb fighting men will be available 
for the assistance of her ally whereVer 
they are needed. It would not be at all

Great Britain's response to Ger¬ 
many’s Invasion of Belgium Is an ulti¬ 
matum demanding a satisfactory ex¬ 
planation by midnight. The reply to 
this, of course, will bo that Germany 
has no intention of remaining in Bel¬ 
gium or of absorbing Belgian territory, 
but that the operation of her armies 
there is essential to the progress of 
her campaign against France. Her 
strategists realize that this wouM be 
the least formidable route into Frame. 
But even if Germany 1 could be depend¬ 
ed upon te keep the faith, which ex¬ 
perience has shown is doubtful, the 
massing of her troops in Belgium 
under any circumstances Is a violation 
of that neutrality which Great Britain 
has engaged to protect. His Majesty’s 
government will have no other re- , 
course than to demand the with¬ 
drawal of German troops from that 
country and to declare war on Ger¬ 
many should that demand meet with 
refusal.

CANADA IS READY. 


A special session of parliament is 
called for August 12 to deal with the 
situation arising out of the European 
war. Section 69 of the Militia Act 
says “the Governor-in-Council may 
place the militia, or any part thereof, 
on active service anywhere^in Canada, 
and also beyond Canada, for the de¬ 
fence thereof, at any time when It ap¬ 
pears advisable so to do by reason of 
emergency.” 

Section 71 says: "Whenever the 
Governor-hi-Counc!l places the militia, 
or any part thereof, on active service, 
if parliament is then separated by such 
adjournment or prorogation as will 
not e/pire with.'n ten duys, a pro¬ 
clamation shall he Issued for the meet¬ 
ing of parliament within fifteen days, 
ana parliament shall accordingly meet! 
and sit upon the day appointed by such 
proclamation, end shall continue to 
sit and act In like manner os If It had 
stood adjourned or prorogued to the 
same day.”

Prices from 


Counsel Investigating B. C. 
Telephone Conduit Situation 
Requires Some Further Data 


Preliminary Notice 


It is doubtful whether there will be 
a report on the telephone situation 
for the next meeting of the city 
council, as the city authorities yes¬ 
terday were In receipt of a letter from 
E. V. Bodwell, K.C., asking for addi¬ 
tional Information on the conduit 
agreement which it will require legal 
know ledge to prepare. 

The counsel desires to know further 
information as to the agreement en¬ 
tered into by the B. C. Telephone com¬ 
pany with the city to enable It to carry 
out its share of the bargain after the 
passage of the by-law at the January 
election In 1911 and what powers the 
company had to enter that contract. 
It does not appear that the city was 
forbidden to enter the agreement which 
was a necessary preliminary to the 
by-law but there does seem some rea¬ 
son for Inquiry because the second 
agreement arose. It Is to seek further 
details on this point that Mr. Bodwell 
has written, and as City Solicitor Rob¬ 
ertson Is away the matter probably 
be laid over for Mr. Robertson's re¬ 
turn. 

However, the acting mayor does not 
regard the situation as pressing since 
the company has Indicated that It will 
proceed under the original agreement, 
and secure such easements as can be 
obtained next spring, under that agree¬ 
ment the city will be forced to secure 
registration of the easements so ob¬ 
tained. However, It Is more probable 
after the recent conference that the 
alternative proposal will be adopted, 
and some compromise limiting the 
number of registrations will be en¬ 
forced. 

Still the aldermen are anxious to 
have an opinion on the matter from 
eminent counsel because the obligations 
Involved are regurded as onerous, and 
that the city hag to make the best of 
a bad bargain is generally acknow¬ 
ledged.

SIXTY SHELLS FIRED 
INTO FORTIFIED TOWN 


Franco-German Frontier 
cidents Are Told by 
Paris Newspaper 


In- 


Paris, Aug. 6.—The governor of Al¬ 
geria In a telegram received by the 
French government says that the Ger¬ 
man cruiser Breslau fired eight broad¬ 
sides—some sixty shells—into the 
French fortified town of Bona yester¬ 
day morning. One man was killed and 
some buildings were damaged. 

The Temps published a resume of 
incidents on the Franco-German fron¬ 
tier. It says a number of German re- 
connoitering parties crossed the fron¬ 
tier with the object of ascertaining 
the strength of the French troops. It 
is assumed by the French military 
authorities that the Germuns would 
have made a sudden attack in great 
force on Nancy If the French troops 
In the vicinity hud been found in 
minor strength. 

While these reconnolters were in pro¬ 
gress the French troops kept within 
the six-mile zone from the frontier. 
Several parties of Germans entered the 
sone to round up cattle. These parties 
were not interfered with, but when an 
entire Germnn squadron of cavalry 
crossed the line near Belfort a squad¬ 
ron of French cavalry was sent out 
und the Oerman troops retired. 


Belfort, France, Aug. 4.—Several 
Germans were taken prisoners lo-day 
and brought into Belfort. 

A squadron of the Eleventh French 
Dragoons stationed In Belfort rendered 
funeral honors to-day at Joncherry to 
a German lieutenant, the first victim 
of actual conflict between France und 
Germany. 

Several hundred Alsatians. Swiss and 
Italians have enlisted here, and have 
demanded to be sent to the advanced 
outposts. 


FORTY-TWO GERMANS 
ARRESTED AS SPIES 


Foreigners in Paris to Be 
Shipped to Outlying Towns 
Until War is Over 


Paris,' Aug. 6.—It Is believed that 
several thousands of Germans and Aua- I 
trlans are still In Paris. There were! 
more than 80,000 on the police register 
before the war broke out, and it is 
thought impossible that all left the city. 
No fewer than 42 Germans of both 
sexes have been arrrested a« spies since 
last Saturday. 

German began to-day to crowd into 
the American consulate here which has 
been charged with their Interests dur¬ 
ing the hostilities. By arrangement 
with the French government, Consul- 
General Thackara Issued to each of 
them a certificate o? identification, 
which must be presented to the police 
cominiHsary. In exchange the commis¬ 
sary gives him an authorization to de¬ 
port by train to some town in the west 
of France where lie must remain until 
the war is over. 

Most of the Germans are destitute 
and the members of the consular start 
have provided many of them with 
money from their own pockets as no 
public fund Is available for the pres¬ 
ent. One wealthy German family ex¬ 
pelled from its flat may have to walk 
the streets until the day appointed by 
the authorities for Its departure for the 
west of France. 

The French authorities have arrang¬ 
ed for the departure of two trains to 
Boulogne and two to Dieppe for the 
transportation of passengers desiring 
to cross the channel. Arrangements 
also have been made for connecting 
steamers to meet the trains and carry 
the passengers to Folkestone, New 
Haven and Southampton. A large num¬ 
ber Americans have applied for 
tickets. 


VANCOUVER MAN FOUND

PROFESSOR SMS 


Says It Is Confined to Serbs 
and Croats in Austria Who 
Want Equal Rights 


Professor M. I. Pupin, of Columbia 
university, and representative .of the 
Servian government in the United 
States, has Issued a statement In which 
he takes Issue with Dr. Dumba, the 
Austro-Hungarian ambassador to the 
United States, and declares that the 
statement that the Servian government 
was responsible for the Pan-Serb pro¬ 
paganda which led to the tragedy of 
Sarajevo was untrue. 

“There Is, In a recent Issue of a New 
York paper, an Interview with Dr. 
Dumba," said Mr. Pupin, “In which he 
defends the proposition that the Ser- 
klngdom Is responsible for the

Pan-Serb propaganda which led to the 
tragedy of Sarajevo and that the real 
Issue of the attack of Austria on Ser- 
via is nothing more or less than at¬ 
tempt on the part of Austria to main¬ 
tain her rule In Bosnia and to repel 
perpetual Servian agitation In the 
border provinces of Austria. 

“I admitted some time ago that there 
Is a Pan-Serb propaganda In Austria, 
but this propaganda Is among the 
Serbs and Croats In Austria and not 
among the Serbs in Servla or Monten¬ 
egro. These Austrian Serbs, and I am 
one of them, need no encouragement 
from Servla to carry on their national 
movement. Austrian violation of every 
principle of Justice and falrnens, Aus¬ 
trian tyranny which cannot find its par¬ 
allel In the darkest period of the middle 
ages. Is responsible for the Pan-Serb 
movement In Austria. 

A Justifiable Propaganda. 

“Now let us see what this propa¬ 
ganda alms at. Five years ago fifty- 
three prominent Serbs In Croatia, an 
Austrian province, were arrested and 
tried on the ground that they were 
members of the Pan-Serb propaganda, 
and that they hud conspired with the 
Servian government at Belgrade to 
separate Bosnia and Herzegovina from 
Austria. The trial lasted two years 
und the result was that they were ac¬ 
quitted. The result of this trial proved 
conclusively that there was not an 
atom of evidence presented to show 
that the Servian government had any 
connection with the Pan-Serb propo- 
gttndu In Austria. 

“The propaganda waft shown to be a 
perfectly Justifiable attempt on the part 
of the Serbs in Austria to obtuin the 
same political privileges as the other 
races in the Austrian empire and which 
they considered were guaranteed to 
them by the constitution. The Frled- 
Jung trial, held In Vienna, demonstrat¬ 
ed that what I say is true and Dr. 
Dumba can verify ray statement by 
looking up the history of the trial, 
which was published In all of the im¬ 
portant newspaper of the world.

London, Aug. R.—A syndicate of 
stranded Amerlcnnn, headed by Grant 
Hugh Browne, of New York, combin¬ 
ing business with philanthropy, have 
purchased the British steamer Viking 
for the repatriation of their country¬ 
men at the price of $500 for each berth.

that time had been devastated by the 
Turks after their retreat from the siege 
of Vienna. To these Serbs was as¬ 
signed the task of defending this fron¬ 
tier against the Turks and In return 
they wero to receive certain political, 
economic and religious privileges which 
was termed the ‘imperial Privliegia. 
Under Prince Eugene the Serbs ac¬ 
quitted themselves admirably and 
drove back the Turks. During the 
eighteenth century they formed the 
majority of the Austrian army and de¬ 
fended Austria against the Turks, 
against Frederick the Great and 
against all other enemies of the em¬ 
pire. In 1866 they won for Austria the 
battle of Custozza and In the same year 
the destruction of the Italian fleet at 
Llsba was mainly due to the splendid 
seamanship and valor of the Serb- 
Croat sailors of Dalmatia. 

Austrian Tyranny. 

“In return for all these splendid ser¬ 
vices to the empire, extending over a 
period of two hundred years, the Serbs 
of Austria became victims of the mod¬ 
ern Austrian policy of expansion to¬ 
ward the Aegean Sea. The Serb Is 
Imaginative, fond of his national music 
and poetry and of his national cos¬ 
tumes, and nothing In the world cun 
prevent him from Indulging In the 
sweet dreams of the Surb minstrel, who 
sang of the return of the Serb glories 
under Stephen Doushan, the mighty 
Serb czar of the fourteenth century. 
This Is the only offence of which the 
Austrian Serb Is guilty. And this of¬ 
fence constitutes high treason in the 
Austrian empire. For how can an 
Austrian subject believe In and long 
for the return of the old Serb glories 
of the fourteenth century without be¬ 
ing an enemy of the Austrian policy of 
expansion toward the Aegean Sea? 
i his Is the only reason why the Aus¬ 
trian empire has forgotten the splen¬ 
did services of Its Serb subjects and 
has treated them with repressive meas¬ 
ures, such as, according to Mr. Seton 
Watson, 'cannot be found In the. p.n- 
nt’s of any other European country.* 

“Since 1908 these acts of tyranny 
have become unbearable. At that time 
Austria annexed Bosnia and Herze¬ 
govina, the home of the flower of the 
Serb race. It drove the people to des¬ 
peration and resulted in the Sarajevo 
tragedy for which Austria now blames 
the kingdom of Servla. And yet the 
perpetrators of the act were two Ser¬ 
vian boys, barely nineteen years old, 
natives of Austria, who had experi¬ 
enced very harsh treatment from the 
Imperial government and were finally

Speaking for 
the unions they said organized labor 
will not countenance any attempt to 
Interfere with the garrison, nor permit 
some Irresponsible persons to pass 
resolutions under the roof of the Labor 
hall deprecating men doing their duty 
at this time.

% versify, on the Orgy 
of Europe 


UPHEAVAL MUST HAVE 
WIDE-REACHING RESULTS 

Either Aggrandizement for 
Britain,' or Dictatorship 
for Germany 


An Interesting visitor to Victoria 
yesterday was Prof. James Mavor. of 
the chair of political economy In th* 
university of Toronto, publicist and 
educationalist, whose name Is of cy¬ 
clopaedic. importance In the history of 
ti e development of this country. Seen 
at the Empress hotel. Professor Mavor 
discussed the war outlook, and while 
h- is not a pessimist, he takes the ra¬ 
tional and philosophical view that Sir 
Fid ward Grey Is not mistaken when he 
states that the present outbreak will 
bo the beginning of intermittent out¬ 
breaks for the next twenty years. 
Professor Mavor has, within the last 
four years, visited Itussla, Germany, 
Franco and all the principal European 
countries, and his review of the condi¬ 
tions existing in Europe to-day. the 
military spirit, the armaments, the na¬ 
tional and racial ambitions and the 
probable outcome of the threatening 
.outbreak is one of 1 the most fascinat- 
“ leg of modern times. Of the prospects 
of Russia. Germany. France and Great 
Lrltnln, he discourses with an inti¬ 
mate knowledge, the substance of 
which he Race In an interview with 
l he Times. 

in his opinion Germany will emerge 
from the present struggle as the dicta¬ 
tor of the world, or else will suffer 
t radical extinction, while us alterna¬ 
tive to the former the strength and 
power of Great Britain must he tre¬ 
mendously aggrandized. In the latter 
event the reward or outcome of the war 
Must, to Britain, he early and not late, 
and continue for many centuries to 
roinc The mental processes hv which 
Prof. Mavor travels to his conclusions 
make the story. Beginning with 
Russia the authority says: 

"The world as a whole is not nearly 
aware of the enormous military 
strength that has been developed oy 
Russia since her defeat by Japan. 
When I was there four years ago I 
was marvellously Impressed with the 
extension and development of her ar- 
t.llery forces. Should her armies be 
thrown Into Poland so as to attack 
Germany on the one hand and Austria 
r n the other, she would form a wedge 
that It would be Impossible to resist. 
And it Is worth while to review the 
n ilitary history of Russia because his¬ 
tory does-sometimes repeat itself. 

"In the beginning of the 18th^ cen¬ 
tury Peter the Great was defeated by 
Charles XII. of Sweden. Scarcely 
twelve years had elapsed when he had 
completely reorganized his army and 
completely smashed Charles XII. at 
Poltava. In 1812 Russia was defeated 
by Napoleon; yet three years after- 
4 wards she had so completely recovered 
from this blow that she contributed 
mightily to the ultimate defeat of Na¬ 
poleon. Hhe was defeated by France 
in the Crimean war. yet twenty years 
after she fought and extinguished Tur¬ 
key. Recently Russia was defeated by ' 
Japan and. In the light of her past his¬ 
tory. It would seem that the moment 
has come when she must again defeat 
somebody. That Is the case for Russia 
In view of her recent military recovery 
and development. 

"Germany has this time attacked 
France through Luxemburg and Bel¬ 
gium. Why has she done this? Form¬ 
erly she attacked France on the 
Franco-German frontier. The mean¬ 
ing would seem to be that France Is, 
now. Impregnable on her own frontier. 
Otherwise, w r hy should Germany em¬ 
broil herself with Belgium and with 
Great Britain? Unless because of the 
Impregnability of France on her own 
fiontler there seems no other plausible 
explanation. 

"The battlefield of this new war will, 
therefore, probably be the old battle¬ 
field of 1814-15 and we may see an¬ 
other Waterloo on that same field. This 
Is entirely conceivable. The forest of 
the Ardennes is a difficult country to 
traverse, therefore Germany has gone 
through the flat lands of Belgium to 
get* to France. 

v "Germany has not to-day enough 
men to hold France on her own fron¬ 
tier, to throw a second army into Bel¬ 
gium against France in the flat lands 
and still further, as will be necessary, 


to throw a third army Into Russia. She 
Is not possessed of the forces neces¬ 
sity to accomplish all this. 

"Yet Germany has been obliged to 
fake these offensive at-ps. The reason 
, f'-r the present war is that the arlsto- 
j‘■■ratio party In Germany bus been 
pushing militarism ar.d armament to 
the Kngth that this has given gieat 
Impetus to the Social-Democratic 
movement. The Increase of arma¬ 
ments has hicani tho increase of tax¬ 
ation to the last straining polht of 
endurance. Although I will not say 
that Germany Is on the eve of revolu¬ 
tion such as was produced by similar 
internal disorders in'France when her 
historic revolution was fomented, yet 
tlu Internal dissensions of Germany are 
so serious that war is the only thing 
that she can hope to use to unite her 
dissentient forces. 

"The mysterious part of the situation 
Is that Germany has allowed herself 
to drift to where she could not choose 
her own moment for war. She might 
lyive managed so as to choose a mo -1 
rre'nt when she might have fought and 
whipped either Russia or France 
singly. Defeating France and Russia; 
she would have. Inevitably, turned 
upon England. But now all these are ; 
combined and. I repeat, she has not 
the forces necessary to accomplish her! 
salvation. She Is In very much the 
same position as France before the re¬ 
volution. Napoleon was compelled to 
declare war and in doing so rushed to I 
his own ruin. 

"Yet do not he too optimistic. Be -1 
cause Germany Is a very strong coun¬ 
try; strong In armaments, and strong 
In men and money. There will be an 
exceedingly long struggle. 1 do not 
think Sir Edward Grey Is far out In 
his estimate of twenty years as the 
time it will last. It took a generation 
to get things settled In Europe as-a 
result of the last historic' upheaval, 
and this" may probably will do the 
same. 

"There is another view of the pros¬ 
pect thut must not be lost sight of. It 
should be remembered that Britain 
built herself up upon the storms and 
desolations of these other European 
countries. By them she emerged from 
her Individual situation stronger than 
ever, und the present war will also 
result in Germany becoming the dic¬ 
tator of the world, or else In the enor¬ 
mous strengthening of Great Britain. 

“France is better prepared for war i 
than ever In her history. So is Russia 
and Great Britain has been preparing 
for war for years. Germany has not 
the forces to compete with all these 
powerful antagonists. 

"Tice trade aspect of the situation Is 
also Interesting. Already the external 
trade of Germany Is practically stop¬ 
ped. There are no longer Importations 
from Chill or the Argentine nor Indin 
and the east. The same must be said 
of her exports. Where are the people 
of the earth to turn for the knives. Im¬ 
plements, paper and other industrial 
products they formerly obtained from 
Germany They must get their hard¬ 
ware from Sheffield and their paper 
from either United States. Canada or 
some other forest country. As from 
1870 onward, British trade went up by 
leaps and bounds, so, in this Instance, 
if Britain can keep her ports open she 
will make more than the expenses of 
| hi a threatened war out of her enorm¬ 
ously increased trade. 

"As for the wheat trade of Canada 
and United States, so long as the At¬ 
lantic l,s kept free of German cruisers, 
there will be much Increase. We do not 
know yet whether there are many or 
any German cruisers In the Atlantic. 
In 1911 there was a strong German 
fleet in the Bermudas, but whether 
there are many ships at large now or 
not I do not profess to know. One 
thing is significant. The Cunarders 
have all been stopped. This may mean 
either the fear of capture or It may 
mean that the British government has 
chartered the Cunard fleet for trans¬ 
port purposes. It would require the 
whole Cunard fleet to bring a power¬ 
ful army from India, but If this were 
done it would be a marvellous demon¬ 
stration of strength. But so long as 
Britain can keep the German fleet bot¬ 
tled up above the North sea, there Is 
no doubt as to the practical benefit# 
that would accrue to every part of the 
British empire by such a conflict as 
seems Impending." 

Prof. Mavor Is visiting the Yarrows 
yards, and expresses the opinion that 
If the government of Canada offers 
Yarrows the least encqiiragement, It 
will not be long before cruisers and the 
smaller ships of war will be built In 
Esquimau. He left for the east this 
morning, and will stay off at Calgary 
for a brief investigation Into the mat¬ 
ters upon which his attention is en¬ 
gaged. 

If we mean to keep up our old posi¬ 
tion as the Industrial leaders of the 
world, we must throw away no chance 
and leave no stone unturned to develop 
still further the commercial enterprise 
which we have Inherited from former 
generations.—Prince Arthur of Con¬ 
naught.

Automobiles were refused 
passage through this street by the 
crowds, x 

One branch of the crowd with rowdy) 
tendencies decided on anti-German 
demonstrations, but fortunately did 
not do any real harm. A placard bear¬ 
ing the Inscription "God Save the 
King." was pasted over th. window of 
the German-C’anadian Trust company 
In Broad street and then the crowd d“- 
Mded on n hostile demonstration at the 
Kalserhof hotel. They were surprised 
on their arrival, however, to find the 
British flag floating over the German 
hostelry, and contented themselves 
with singing "God Save the King." 

Fred W. Kostenhnder, proprietor of 
the Kalserhof, Is a British subject who 
has been In this country for 23 years. 
His many frjends know his loyalty to 
the home of Ids adoption And would 
regret exceedingly to see Any demon¬ 
strations made against his establish¬ 
ment because It happens to be serving 
meals on the German plan.

TRIANGULAR RUN ON 
ISLAND RAILWAYS 


Schedule to Be Inaugurated 
To-morrow Will Link Up 
Sections of Middle North 


Preparations for the inauguration of I 
through train service to Courtenay on 
the E. & N. railway are now complete, 
and the schedule to be initiated to¬ 
morrow will be faithfully carried out. 
The morning train leaving Victoria at 
9 o'clock will run through without 
change to the northern terminal of the 
road in the prosperous and fertile Co- 
mox valley. The distance Is 140 miles, 
and the time required under the new 
schedule to make the run will be only 
six hours and thirty minutes, the hour 
of arrival at the north end being 3.3u 
o’clock In the afternoon. 

Hereafter the morning trains leaving 
Victoria on Tuesday, Thursdays and 
Saturdays will be known as the 
"Courtenay" train, though not officially 
80 called. Tho schedule provides for 
the return Journey on Mondays, Wed¬ 
nesdays and Fridays, the train leaving 
the northern depot at 11.35 a. m and 
reaching Victoria at 6 o'clock In the 
afternoon. 

The schedule Is so devised ns to pro¬ 
vide convenient Interchanging with 
the through trains which run to And 
from Albcral on the days Intervening 
between the Courtenay runs. Thus, 
passengers leaving Courtenay on Mon¬ 
day morning arrive at Parksvlllc Junc¬ 
tion in time to connect with the 
through train from Victoria to Albeml, 
and these tw'o sides of the northern, ofr 
middle section of the island can thus 
be brought into Close touch. Similarly 
the train leaving Albernl on Tuesday 
morning connects up passengers going 
to Comox and the arrangement Is be¬ 
lieved to be ideal in its effort to fa¬ 
cilitate communication between these 
outlying points. 

Trains from the north, whether from 
Comox or Albernl, arrive at Nanaimo 
at 14.35, and niak** close connection 
with the Princess Patricia for those 
whose destination is Vancouver and 
mainland points. 

When the steamer schedule Is com¬ 
plete It will provide for steamer sail¬ 
ings from Comox on days alternating 
with the train schedule. Thus the 
people of the middle north will have 
daily communication with the outside 
world. 

The train to-morrow will be accom¬ 
panied by the general superintendent, 
the engineers and other officials of the 
roRd. It will be & regular business 
train, and will make schedule time 
without excursion dallyings along the 
route. Whatever functions may be 
held to celebrate the opening of the 
road will, later, be under the manage¬ 
ment of the board of trade.

Somewhere back in the third century 
the Pope Ltberlus had a vision of tho 
Virgin Mary. In this vision, the Holy 
Virgin instructed him to go to..the hill 
of Aventlno, one of the seven mills of 
Rome, and there, at the spot- describ¬ 
ed In the vision, he would find a patch 
of snow, on this spot he was to erect 
a church In honor' of the conversion 
of the Calabrians to Christianity. 

At ihe same time the vision appear¬ 
ed to a rich Roman senator, who had 
just been converted to Christianity, 
and he was Instructed to supply the 
funds for the erection of this edifice 
of worship. The senator went to the 
pope and told him of his dream, and 
together they planned the church. On 
the exact spot they had seen In their 
dreams snow was found, and the erec¬ 
tion of the church was begun. It was 
called 1 Santa Marla ad Nlves. and 
stands to-day. 

Every year It is celebrated with un¬ 
usual ceremonies at the little town¬ 
ship of Avelino, In the province of 
Calabria, Italy, because here the peo¬ 
ple are enclosed by snow-capped moun¬ 
tains. 4 

So the Italian colunies celebrate with 
tireless energy the story of a long ago 
which, while mere history, is not for¬ 
gotten In a land miles and miles away I 
from the scene of the original story. 
They began last night as the sun was 
disappearing In the west, and the fes¬ 
tival Will continue until the hours of 
another day have passed. 

To-day's festival is more properly 
called the Dedication of St. Mary ad 
Nlves, and commemorates the found¬ 
ing of the sacred edifice which is also 
called St. Mary Major, since it fs. both 
in antiquity and dignity, the first 
church In Rome among those that are 
dedicated to God in honor of the Vir¬ 
gin Mary. The name of the Liberian 
Basilic was given it because It was 
founded In the time of Pope Llberlu?. 
in the fourth century; it was conse-1 
crated, under the title of the Virgin 
Mary, by Sixtus III., about the year 
435. The same Basilic has sometimes 
been know’n by the name of St. Mary 
ad Praesepp, from the holy crib or 
manger of Bethlehem. in which 
■A’hrmt w-n laid at His ptrth. It re¬ 
sembles an ordinary manger. Is kept 
In » 'ase of massive silver, and in It 
lies an image if a Utile child, also of 
silver. On Christmas Day th* holy 
manger Is taken out of the c and 
exposed. It Is kept In a sumptuous 
subterraneous chapel In tills church.

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At length the veil has been lifted 1 
from the mystery which has prevailed 
concerning the conditions of the aston¬ 
ishing sale by the Duke of Bedford of 
his wonderfully valuable Co vent • Gar¬ 
den property in London six months 
ago. 

The purchaser was Harry Mallaby- 
Deeley, Unionist member of parliament 
for Harrow, a relatively unknown man 
and who certainly had never been look¬ 
ed upon before as a financier of such 
wealth as to be In a position to deal 
In millions of pounds sterling. For a. 
time his name was on everybody’s lips 
and surprise was generally expressed 
that one In a position to undertake 
transactions of sucli magnitude should 
have been able to live until that time 
In London without attracting any ob¬ 
servation. He was hailed as a Co¬ 
lossus of finance, and the exaggerated 
modesty of his disclaimers, that he 
was doing anything unusual, was 
"merely buying for private Invest¬ 
ment.” had' the effect of still further 
enhancing his temporary fame. Ix>ng 
Interviews were published on the sub¬ 
ject of his views as to a great land- 
owner’s responsibility, and most elabor-* 
ate assurances were given by him In 
print that his tenants In the Covent 
Garden district would in nowise suffer 
through the change of proprietors. 

It now turns out that he did n it pay 
a single cent for the property: in fact, 
that he had no means of turning over 
to the Duke of Bedford even a sub¬ 
stantial Initial Instalment of the pur¬ 
chase price. A daring speculator he 
had taken advantage of the scare which 
had overtaken the duke for the safety 
of his landed possessions. In view of 
Lloyd George's legislation, to make him 
an offer, which the duke, apprehenstv' 
of the eventual confiscation of his 
estates, hastily accepted. 

Mallaby-Dceley easily found buyers, 
who were ready to give him a hand¬ 
some profit on his option. And so he 
now retires from the scene with a 
bonus of close upon a couple of million 
dollars, as a return for his mere appre¬ 
ciation of an opportunity. 

The syndicate which has taken over 
Mallahy-D^eley’s rights to the property 
Includes Sir Joseph Beechnm. of Bcecli- 
am's pills celebrity, and Lawson Orm- 
rod. But I understand that they have 
already transferred a considerable por¬ 
tion of the property in question to a 
third financial group, at a very larg< 
profit. Sir Joseph Beecham retaining 
possession of the R^yal Covcnt Garden 
opera house, from which tin- compos!
